I Want You- Maidman (416 W 42) 9/14. 1 pro-News- 
and 6 con- filed on new musical satire of World War I song 
publishing with book by Stefan Kanter-Jess Korman, music 
and lyrics by Joseph Crayton, Kanfer, Korman, presented 
by Ted Flicker-Sam Felfman-Crayhon, directed by Flicker 
with Joshua Shelley, Barbara Quaney, Al Mancini. Single 
affirmative voter, Davis, News, enjoyed high-spirited and 
laughably insane evening presented by 22 persons, all nuts, 
The outrageously silly book was just slight enough not to 
get in the way of songs and lyrics, with a likeable cast and 
imaginative staging. But negative voters could not agree, 
most panning material, some the cast. Two approved of 
air-conditioning in comfortable playhouse, two noted that 
attempts at satire made original World War I songs seem 
better in comparison, Taubman, Times, panned itas un- 
funny, uninspired, unquiet, with authors and performed 
treating the story line as an afterthought. Times aisle-sit- 
ter noted that free copy of sheet music inserted in program 
was about the only gift of the evening. Kerr, Herald Trib - 
une, marked it just bad,a sodden series of leaping shenan- 
igans performed by a company which seems somehow not 
to have shaved and featuring unfunny jokes. Kerr fears that 
the plight of Shelley is unthinkable, the show doing every - 
thing conceivable to insure his future unemployment. Cole- 
man, Mirror, did not like the show with its primitive lib- 
retto, sophomoric dialogue in which the satire eluded him, 
Watts, Post, feared it was beyond help with the book chiefly 
blamed. Watts praised Quaney's fresh prettiness, sense 
of humor, singing voice for coming closest to making the 
evening bearable. O'Connor, Journal American, felt that 
what might have looked like a good idea on paper came 
out as a rather amateurish performance Off Broadway at 
Broadway prices. It lacked genuine talent, class, meaning 
style and superior quality, Journal American drama editor 
concluded. Hudson, World Telegram & Sun, wonders how 
the enterprise could take place without a single good joke. 
Tasteless stale sight gags, double-takes, predictable re- 
torts are not satire,he points out, 


The Cockeyed Kite- Actors Playhouse (100-7th Av- 
S.)- 9/f3. T pro- News- and 6 con- filed on new play about 
a doomed teen-ager by Joseph Caldwell, presented by 
William Nichols-Van Varner, directed by Neil McKenzie 
with Jerry Pagano, Alfred Hinckley, Audra Lindley, Peggy 
Pope. Solo pro voter, Davis, News, was a mild supporter 
of the meandering, sometimes touching and often funny 
story, well mounted and excellently acted, with sensitive 
direction. Dissenting majority also praised cast, but 
felt first play by author missed in the telling of its touch- 
ing story. Taubman, Times, found several amusing lines 
and an occasional flash of character, though the main char- 
acter's torments would float with happy anguish in TV soap 
opera. Kerr, Herald Tribune, suggested author could learn 
by close study of what some generally perceptive actors 
have been able to make of his script, otherwise it isa 
slow, evasive evening. Coleman, Mirror, was seldom moved 
by the touching story which was on the skimpy side on its 
writing, with too little cumulative effect. Watts, Post, 
thought play had pathos, but was short on dramatic expert- 
ness ,never a disaster but its dramatic power is unfort- 
unately restrict, O'Connor, Journal American, panned 
it harshly as a slight, theatrical contrivance, not a play 
but a monotonous monologue with players doing the best 
they could, Hudson, World Telegram & Sun, marked it an 
honorable failure by its new author, his kind of idealism 
gives the theatre meaning. Diffuse, climactic serious 
scenes resemble a promising photograph slightly out of 
focus ,with low keyed humor left to carry the play.

The 
two youngest cast members, William J Sweeney IV and Rich- 
ard Moylan,present human, realistic characters inspite of a 
sometimes humorous, often cliche-filled script. Effective 
sliding sets by Lloyd Burlingame are outstanding.

Lincoln Center took two giant steps this week, The 
start of construction of the Repertory Theatre prior to the 
NYC Mayoralty election is a realistic approach to a political 
nightmare. The appointment of composer-educator William 
Schuman is an inspired choice, The editorial criticism lev- 
eled at the Board of Lincoln Center for choosing Gen. Max - 
well Taylor hav evidentally been evaluated as correct. As 
Lincoln Center promises to be a guide to the adminstration 
of 25 predicted performing arts centers in the next decade, 
the selection of an artist-adminstrator is doubly important,

Dr. Schuman's letter of resignation to the Julliard 
School faculty gives an idea of the dimensions of the man ‘'s 
mind and what can be expected at Lincoln Center:"'I believe 
that the center can provide leadership in bringing large num- 
bers of Americans to a new interest in music, drama and the 
dance, and in giving them new opportunities to enjoy the ex- 
perience in the arts. I believe it can lead the way in the de - 
velopment of new 20th Century solutions to the problems of 
supporting and encouraging the creators, performers and in- 
stitutions of the performing arts. I want to do everything I 
can to help achieve such objectives, In short, it is my con- 
viction that Lincoln Center can and must be a dynamic con- 
structive force."' Amen,

Saddest theatre news of the month is the verification 
of the rumor that the recently refurbished Hudson Theatre 
has been sold by NBC for over’ $1 million to be demolish- 
ed and replaced by a garage. The TV company explains in 
the face of deserved criticism that no theatre buyer could 
be found, Though David Cogan, who recently bought the Bilt- 
more, claims he has been trying to contact NBC, the firm 
states that no theatrical buyer was remotely competitive . 
The fact that the name of the proposed buyer is still undis - 
closed is interesting. It is assumed that the new owner ex- 
pects would-be patrons to be theatre-goers attending other 
playhouses not yet torn down to make garages. Why cannot 
he not consider constructing a combination new theatre - 
parking garage and earn the eternal gratitude: of all theatre- 
goers?
